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Introduction 



This report presents revenue and expenditure data of the nation's accredited 
institutions of higher education over the nine-year period from fiscal year 1982 through 
fiscal year 1990. Data are from the Integrated Postsecondary Education Data System 
(IPEDS) "Finance" surveys from fiscal year 1987 through fiscal year 1990 and the Higher 
Education General Information Survey (HEGIS) from fiscal year 1982 through fiscal year 
1986. These surveys collected information on revenues and expenditures, expenditures on 
scholarships and fellowships, and other financial data. This E.D. TABS includes 
information only on institutions of higher education which are accredited at the college level 
by an agency recognized by the Secretary, U.S. Department of Education. 



Highlights 



In fiscal year 1990, institutions of higher ecucation received revenues of 
nearly $140 billion. The rate of increase for total revenues of all institutions 
of higher education has consistently outpaced inflation from fiscal year 1982 
to fiscal year 1990, as shown in constant dollars in figure 1; in current 
dollars, total revenues increased by 8.0 percent from fiscal year 1989 to fiscal 
year 1990 (table 12). 

Tuition and fees continued to increase in importance as a source of revenue 
for both public and private institutions (tables 3 and 5). For all institutions, 
the share of total revenues from tuition and fees increased by 1.3 percentage 
points since fiscal year 1986 and by 2.4 percent of total revenues since fiscal 
year 1982 (table 1). 

Federal sources of revenue remained at 12.4 percent of total revenues in 
1990, as in 1989 (table 1). The percentage of revenue from federal sources 
was greater for private, 4-year institutions (16.2 percent) than for public, 4- 
year institutions (11.5 percent) although the dollar amounts for both were 
nearly the same (table 7). 

Although state governments have been and still are the largest source of 
revenue for public institutions, this source has declined as a percentage of 
total revenues from 42.5 percent in fiscal year 1989 to 41.7 percent in fiscal 
year 1990. Since 1982, the percentage of total revenues from state 
appropriations, has dropped by 4.6 percentage points (table 3). 

Private gifts to public institutions have increased from 2.7 percent of total 
revenues in fiscal year 1982 to 3.8 percent in fiscal year 1990. However, for 
private institutions, private gifts have decreased from 9.2 percent of total 
revenues in fiscal year 1982 to 8.7 percent in 1990 (tables 3 and 5). 
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Like revenues, the rate of increase for expenditures of all institutions has 
outpaced inflation from fiscal year 1982 to fiscal year 1990, as shown in 
constant dollars in figure 1; in current dollars, total expenditures increased 
by 8.0 percent from fiscal year 1989 to fiscal year 1990 (table 12). 

The percentage of expenditures for instruction remained at 34.1 percent of 
total expenditures for public institutions in fiscal year 1990 (table 4) and 
decreased slightly for private institutions from 26.5 percent of total 
expenditures in fiscal year 1989 to 26.4 percent in fiscal year 1990 (table 6). 
Since 1982, the percentage of total expenditures for instruction has decreased 
by 1.3 percentage points for public institutions and by 1.0 percentage points 
for private institutions. 

Operation and maintenance of plant continued to decrease as a percentage of 
total expenditures for all institutions in fiscal year 1990 (table 2). 
For private institutions, the proportion of expenditures in this category have 
dropped by 1 .4 percentage points since fiscal year 1982 and for public 
institutions, the percent of operation and maintenance expenditures, as a 
percent of total expenditures, decreased by 1.5 percentage points between 
fiscal years 1982 and 1990 (tables 4 and 6). 

Fiscal year 1990 expenditures for administration of all institutions (including 
academic support, student services, institutional support, operation and 
maintenance of plant and mandatory transfers) are nearly as high as for 
instruction ($39.6 billion versus $42.1 biHion) and are continuing to increase 
in constant dollars at the same rate as instruction (figure 3). However, 
expenditures for administration are higher at private institutions than 
expenditures for instruction (f -are 7). At both public and private institutions, 
administrative expenditures accounted for 29.0 percent of total expenditures in 
fiscal year 1990 (tables 4 and 6). 

The percentage of expenditures allocated for scholarships and fellowships 
continued to increase for public and private institutions in fiscal year 1990 
(tables 4 and 6). Scholarship and fellowship expenditures, as a percent of 
total expenditures, have increased by 0.4 percentage points since fiscal year 
1982 at public institutions and have increased by 2.1 percentage points at 
private institutions since then (tables 4 and 6).

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Survey Methodology 



Overview 

The FY 1990 financial characteristics of higher education institutions data are from 
the "Finance" and "Consolidated" surveys that are conducted annually by the National 
Center for Education Statistics (NCES). These surveys are part of the Integrated 
Postsecondary Education Data System (IPEDS), which has replaced the Higher Education 
General Information Survey (HEGIS). The finance data in this report represent higher 
education institutions in the 50 states and the District of Columbia. 

Financial data for institutions of higher education, that is, those institutions that are 
accredited at the college level by an agency recognized by the Secretary of Education, were 
previously collected by the Higher Education General Information Survey (HEGIS) Financial 
Characteristics of Higher Education Institutions survey, in operation from Fiscal Year 1966 
through Fiscal Year 1986. Data that allow for identification of the HEGIS universe are 
maintained by the retention of the Federal Interagency Committee on Education (FICE) 
code. 



Universe of Institutions in Survey 

The universe of postsecondary education institutions was determined by the IPEDS 
"Institutional Characteristics" (IC) survey, conducted annually by NCES. Using the IC 
master list of institutions, the "Finance" (F) survey was mailed to 4,363 postsecondary 
institutions and the "Consolidated" (CN) survey which collected a limited amount of 
financial data was mailed to 2,576 institutions. Therefore, a total of 6,939 institutions 
received a survey (F or CN) which collected financial data. Tnis report contains data only 
for institutions recognized by the Secretary of Education as accredited at the collegiate level 
(3,617 institutions). 



Response Rates by Level and Control for Higher Education Institutions 

Table A-l shows the number of higher education institutions in sectors 0 through 9 
which received a survey form in the 50 states and the District of Columbia by level and 
control of the institution. The response rates were calculated as the ratio of the number of 
institutions responding to the survey divided by the number of institutions receiving the 
survey form.

Mailout and Followup Procedures 

The survey forms were mailed out in July 1989 and the survey results were collected 
from November 15, 1989 through April 15, 1990. Of the 6,930 survey forms (CN and F) 
mailed to postsecondary institutions, 3,617 survey forms were mailed to institutions that are 
accredited at the collegiate level. 

Followup for nonresponse survey was started on January 15, 1991 by telephone and 
letter. These institutions were asked to provide current funds revenues and expenditures by 
major category (e.g., tuition and fees, instruction, scholarships and fellowships), or at least 
total current funds revenues and expenditures (if contacted by telephone). 



Editing Procedures 

For schools reporting total current funds revenues and expenditures data, the 
following editing procedures were used: 

(1) The current funds revenues and expenditures categories were 
totaled for restricted and unrestricted funds and compared to the 
reported total current funds revenues or expenditures. 

(2) Differences of more than 10 percent were flagged as errors. 
Generated totals replaced reported totals when those differences 
were less than 10 percent. 

(3) Consistency checks for all parts were performed. 
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(4) Telephone calls were made to check data inconsistencies if 
these fell outside of the error resolution guidelines. For 
example, if the difference between reported totals and generated 
totals exceeded bounds set by the guidelines, the institutions 
were called; if not, generated totals replaced reported totals. 



Imputation Procedures 

(1) Imputations for non respondents to the FY90 "Finance" survey, 
who had previously responded to the FY86, FY87, FY88 or 
FY89 "Finance" surveys, were based on data reported for these 
institutions in 1986, 1987, 1988 or 1989. Institutions were 
categorized by sector, then a rate of change was calculated 
from the previous years' total current funds revenues for all 
responding institutions and the rate was applied to the 

non respondent's previously reported part A data. For parts B 
and E, the rate of change was calculated for responding 
institutions from total educational and general expenditures and 
transfers and applied to the prior year data of nonresponding 
institutions for all of parts B and E. 

(2) For institutions that did not respond to any of the five survey 
years (FY86 through FY90), a hot deck strategy was used: 
Institutions completing the Fl form were sorted into hot deck 
groups formed as a combination of control, highest degree 
granted, geographic region, state (if public), and presence of a 
medical (M.D., D.D.S., D.V.M., O.D. degree) or medical 
related (chiropractic, optometric, or podiatric) school. A donor 
school was selected in the same hot deck group as the 
nonresponding institution. Fall enrollment data from 1989 were 
used to compute a full-time equivalent (FTE) enrollment figure 
for both the nonresponding institution and its matched 
institution. The ratio of the FTE of the recipient institution 
over the FTE of the donor institution was computed. The 
resulting factor was multiplied by the donor institution's actual 
value for those items which enrollment directly affects: tuition 
and fees, government appropriations, grants and contracts, sales 
and service of educational activities, instruction, scholarship and 
fellowship expenditures. All other items for the recipient's 
record were taken without adjustment from the donor record. 
This process was repeated for every data item in parts A, B and

Data in A90013, A90163, B90013, B90093 and B90223 were used as 
reported. Data in fields A999 (other revenues) and B999 (other expenditures) 
were distributed to all other fields on the "Finance" form, based on the 
average percentage distribution for institutions in the same sector (e.g., data 
for less-than-2-year public institutions were distributed according to the 
average percentage distribution of all less-tban-2-year institutions). 



Item nonresponse imputations were performed by imputing restricted and 
unrestricted columns from total columns. For library expenditures, 
expenditure data from the IPEDS V cademic Library" survey were used; if 
these data were not available, library data were imputed from the previous 
year by calculating the ratio of library expenditures to academic support and 
applying this ratio to the value for academic support to determine library 
expenditures in FY90 .
